The 
prices  quoted  are  for  delivery  to  addresses  in  the  United  States  and  its  terri- 
tories and  possessions,  and  in  certain  foreign  countries  which  extend  the  franking 
privilege.  In  the  case  of  all  other  countries,  one-third  the  cost  of  the  publi- 
cation should  be  added  to  cover  postage. 

Remittances  should  be  made  either  by  coupons  (obtainable  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Documents  in  sets  of  20  for  $1.00  and  good  until  used),  or  by  check  or 
money  order  payable  to  the  "Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Of- 
fice, Washington  25,  D.  C.",  and  sent  to  him  with  order.
